The applicant reiterates that it is not attempting to claim each individual PPI by itself. 
Rather the applicant is claiming a buffered PPL In various independent and dependent claims, 
that a parietal cell activator can also be used in combination does not render the groupings 
independent and distinct sufficient to warrant restriction. By analogy, the applicant is 
generically claiming a fruit pie having a crust, with it being irrelevant what kind of fruit is used.
